BERLIN, Feb. 14.--In last Saturday's 


debate in the Reichstag upon the Inter- 


•Ilation of Count von Kanitz.

American leader, regarding the com- 
mercial relations between the United 
States and Germany. Count Posaflow- 
sky-Wehner, imperial secretary of state 
for the interior, made a singularly able 
and lucid statement of tha develop- 
ment of the trade of the'Unlted States 


Europe accompanying this with 


detailed statistics. 


Dealing particularly with the trade 


between the United States and Ger- 
many, Count Posadowsky-Wehner said 


thought the extraordinary increase 


in American exports was not solely due 
to protection, but ajso to the Industrial 


iducttvity of the United States.which 


were rapidly becoming a great Indus- 
trial as well as a great agricultural 
country. 
He made a comparison be- 


tween the years 1890 and 1898. showing 
a noteworthy diminution of agricult- 
ural exports and a large Increase In in- 
dustrial exports. 
The Agrarians, he 


said, might perhaps welcome these fig- 
ures, but the reverse picture was that 
the American Imports of foreign manu- 
factures had materially declined. Quot- 
ing further statistical comparisons for 
the,same years of Am*rtra.'s trade with 
the" various countries of Europe,

than England's since the latter chiefly 
imported cereals, cotton and raw ma-

the rest of the Philippines, but only on 
condition that the rest of tha Islands 
are protected from the fiulu pirates. 
The object in including the Sulu islands 
in the Philippine cession is not so much 
the hope that they can benefit us or we 
can benefit them as the certainty that 
the Philippines are not safe unless 
whoever holds them has authority to 
protect them against the SuluE. 
The 


only unmixed good which Spain did to 
the islands In her centuries of rule 
was to keep these Bornese Mohamme- 
dans from overrunning the entire group 
and exterminating the natives. 


The newspapers of the state comment 


generally and favorably on assembly 
bill 568, which proposes to take 
the 


right of certification of high school 
teachers away from the county boards 
and confer it on a state commission. So 
far as it goes the bill is eminently prop- 
er. 
Nothing could be more absurd 


than the present system of requiring a 
hiffh school teacher to stand examina- 
tion on a ridiculous list of subjects, un- 
der a county board most of whom have 
less education than the pupils the high 
school teacher la to have charge of. On» 
thing, however, should be added to the 
bill. 
It is proposed to retain the pres- 


ent provision whereby graduates of the 
pedagogical course of the State Uni- 
versity, or others of equal standing, 
shall be given certificates on their di- 
plomas. Now a graduate "who has not 
taken the pedagogical course Is educa- 
tionally Just as well prepared as one 
who has taken It. 
He may not he so 


well equipped for teaching, but It Is 
technical training, not education, that 
he lacks. 
H Is Illogical and Impracti- 


cal to subject him to examination on 
that which he abundantly has as a 
penalty for lacking that on which he is 
not examined. 
Some provision ought 


to be made whereby graduates of other 
courses than the pedagogical could re- 
ceive certificates of education, and be 
examined, if at all, on the technical side 
of thc-lr work, which is the only thing 
their diploma does not guarantee. 


It Is announced, apparently on good 


authority, that Admiral Dewey would 
not consent to' be a candidate for the 
Presidency. 
According to Henry Wat- 


terson, who ought to know, the Ad- 
miral's candidacy Is the only hope of 
Democracy.

NEW YORK, Feb. lO.-The Tribune 


says: John W. Gates, chairman of the 
board of directors of the 
American 


Steel and Wire Company confirms the 
report from Chicago that the. company 
would on March 1st advance the wages 
of Its 36,000 employes. These increases 
in wages. Mr. Gates says, which would 
amount in the aggregate to between 
$750,000 and (1,000.000 a year, had been 
made by the management entirely of 
Its own accord and not as the response 
to its employes. In consequence of the 
price of iron, the company was getting 
higher prices for its products than had 
ruled until recently, and had decided 
that its employes should share in the 
benefits. 


Mr. Gates added that there was no 


truth In the dispatch from Cleveland 
that the steel and wire company had 
bought or was about to buy the Frank- 
lin iron mine of the Mesaba range.

To 
offset this buyers were sent out to buy 
•as much of the unpooled crop as possi- 
ble and succeeded so well that the rai- 
sins bought have paid the running ex- 
penses of thf association, including the 
•salaries. 


Owing to so many raisins being out. 


the prices on raisins were placed half 
a cent below what they would have 
been had the entire crop been pooled. 
'This 
half 
cent 
forced 
reduction 


amounts to $10 per ton. or J300.000 for 
nn average crop of 
3000 cars . The 


large interests now signed are the Sac- 
ramento Bank,!the Commercial• Bank 
•nnd Balfour, Guthrle & Co. 


A question'was asked as to what dis- 


position would be made of the "00 cars 
now on hand. As 1000 cars were on the 
market at the time grape picking com- 
menced last year and had all been sold

Instruction! to Proposed Planter* 


—Seed and Implements to 


be Received. 


K. G. Raal. the field manager of the 


California B«t finest and Rellnl 
Company, arrives In Fresno on Sunday 
In reaponse to a request to the com- 
pany from M. Theo Kearney to sejjd 
some one here to examine the lands ot 
this vicinity and to.tfve tho» int.nd- 
Ing to eiperlment In beet culture the 
necenary Information as to how to pro. 


Mr Kearney took him out to th« 


Frultvale estate on Sunday afternoon 
for an txunlnttlon of the soils oj tnat 
part of the county: he expressed him- 
«elt as-very much pleased with the Ian* 
for sugar be" culture ana said that 
the cultivation of beeU could be car- 
ried on there at one-third less coat 
than in the central part ot the state, 
where ne is supervising the farming 01 
many thousands of acres ot be«t ««d". 


On Monday Mr. Raaf went to the 


Loguna de Tathe grant on Kings river 
and returned this morning. 
He re- 


ports that he found a very large acre- 
ace there of the finest beet land he haa 
seen In the state, and that In his Judg- 
ment that land will produce 20 to 25 
tons of beets to the acre of high qual- 
ity If properly cultivated. 
Average 


land about Fresno should 
produce 


about 15 tons per acre. 


Yesterday Mr. Raaf met a number of 


those intending to plant at the Partn- 
ers' Club about 10.30 o'clock and In an- 
swering questions from those present 
he stated that he thought the soil and 
climate and water facilities of Fresno 
pointed to this section becoming one of 
the most Important sugar beet grow- 
ing portions of tbe state; he said the 
soil is especially adapted to sugar beet 
culture and that beets will do well on 
land that has too much alkali to pro- 
duce corn or alfalfa. 
He thinks, it will 


be desirable to plant the beets early-- 
say in January or February-and not 
later than March, except 
in places 


where the summer irrigation mis up the 
.oil and would make it necessary to 
plant the beets, say in May ,ln order 
that when the;- get their growth in Au- 
prust or September the water will have 
receded from the surface and thus en- 
able the beets to take on sugar. It la 
not desirable to plant beets where the 
water Is within a. foot or two of the 
surface through July and August as the 
beet cannot produce a sufficient-Quan- 
tity of sugar under such conditions He 
claims there need be no fear regarding 
frost for he has seen the tops of beets 
'frozen down, with an eighth o£ an inch 
of ice on the surface, and yet they put 
out new leaves later on and did well. 


In preparing the land for planting he 


advised that It first be thoroughly irri- 
gated by flooding and then plowed six 
inches deep and Immediately sub-soiled 
to tbe depth of 10 inches or 12 inches in 
order to break up the crust underlying 
the top soil.

are clods- In fact, the soil thoroughly 
pulverised so as to leave It.as near a. 
possible in an ashy condition.

The seed should he so-wn in rows 18 
inches apart and a proper seeder should 
be used, which Mr. Raaf agrees to loan 
to the growers.

an Inch Is better; if the soil is dry on 
the surface it is necessary to put the 
seed In a little deeper In order to 
sprout it. but it should not be sown

any event, ft there are no rains to 
wet the surface about the time of plant- 
ing It is desirable to roll the surface 
before sowing in order to give the seed 
a. firm bed to sprout in. 
In ordinary 


land the plants should be thinned out. 
leaving them about si* to ten Inches 
apart; if the soil is rich they should be 
left 4 to 6 inches apart . Twelve to 15 
pounds of seed to the acre is the proper

Washington, brings to our mind a valu- 
able relic, ot the great general which is 
now in the possession of Mrs. Harriet 
Corvinous of Oleander.

button made of conch shell, and was 
taken from a great coat of -Washing- 
ton's and given by him after the revo- 
lutionary war to tbe grandfather of

•Washington's staff and a member of the 
order of Cincinnatus^ 


The button is one and a quarter 


Inches in diameter, is conclave and has 


silver star In the center.

Insurgents Are Driven 


From the Place. 


Dewey's Squadron Rendered 


Assistance. 


The Situation at Ho Ho is Becom- 


ing Interesting—A Time- 


ly Discovery. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 10.—Up to the 


close of office hours General Otis aent 
no now* to the war department Indl- 
catinc any further conflict with th« na- 
tives 
He had a few casualties to re- 


port, these In answer to anxious inqui- 
ries from friends of Individual soldiers 
and he gave notice to the department 
that he had been obliged to buy a large 
number of horses to supply the trans- 
portation needed, owing to the length- 
ening of the American lines. 
These 


horses, so-called, are really the little 
native Philipino ponies, which it Is said 
the war department has found to be 
the be*t animals for pack and draft 
purpose* that can be secured. 


Some big American horses have been 


taken to the islands by the troops, but 
they have sickened and died and al- 
together have proved wholly unfit for 
the climate. 
On the other hand, Gen- 


eral Otis reports that he has mounted 
several troops of cavalry on the Httle 
native ponies with good results. 


The same state of affairs still holds 


good with rwipect to the instructions 
of General Otis. 
Secretary Alger said 


this afternoon that he had not sent any 
instructions since 
the beginning of 


hostilities and would send none. 
He 


fully expects that Otis will make no 
terms with Aguinaldo while the latter 
is armed and a condition precedent to 
dealing with Mm at all Is the return 
of the insurgents to their homes and 
the surrender of their army. Certainly 
Otis i» not now expected to take any 
action that will amount to the recogni- 
tion of the Insurgents as a foe to be 
treated with on the basis of an inde- 
pendent nation. There was also an ab- 
sence of news from Ilo tlo and there Is 
reason to believe that It will be several 
days before anything is heard 
from 


that point of. interest.

"Manila. Feb. 10, 1899. 


"Adjutant General—Insurgents have

Plans for Sanitation in Cu- 


ban Towns. 


The Third and Ninth Immune Reg 


iments Achieved Unpopularity 


Among the Cubans.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA. Jan. 29.- 
juantanamo has been more or less In 
he public mind since last June, when 
he marines landed at Caimanera in 
juantanamo bay, sixteen miles from 
he city of Guantanamo. 
H is a city 


>f some 20.600 Inhabitants, surrounded 
»y sugar and coffee estates, the former 
>eing in the majority. 
It has always 


lecit a large garrison town of the 
Spanish forces and for many years the 
istrict has been considered aa the 
nost dangerous one under Spanish rule 
n fact the very first shot of the insur- 
rection four years ago was fired with- 
n three miles of the city. 
The merchants are mainly Spanish 


vith a sprlnkllnr of English, German, 
French and Italian. 
The old town it- 


aelf has all the quaint Moorish aspect 


bout it so familiar to those who have 
isited Spain or her colonies, and there 
s a qualntness and picturesqueness 
bout it surrounded fls it Is by hills 
tmt reminds the visitor very much of 
he city of Santiago when seen from i 
ertain points. 
U is on a higher alti- 


ude than almost any city in the prov-'. 
ice and should for that reason be one 
f the healthiest In the province, but It 
eems so impregnated with malaria and 
ever germs of one kind or another that 
t is difficult for any one to stay there 
many weeks and retain his health, 
it 
s proved to be the worst station in the 
rovince for troops, but the sickness 
mong the troops is no more In propor- 
ion than the sickness among the in- 
ahitants of the city. 
There are probably two or three 
ausps combining to make this undesir- 
ble state of affairs. 
In the first place 


he water is supplied from house to 
ouse in barrels on carts. There is very 
ttle question but that a good water 
ystem would not only be exceedingly 
seful and a great boon to the Inhnbl- 
ants. but also as a sanitary measure 
vould be invaluable and with the very 
lany mountain streams in the near 
leighborhood. there should be very lit- 
le difficulty in supplying the city with 
11. the pure water needed the year 
round. 


Since the Americans have been there 
anitation has to a certain extent been 
arried on. but not in such extensive 
nanner as has been done at Santiago, 
t locks the method and system, the 
naln obstacle apparently- beine lack of 
unds to oarry out the needed imnrove- 
Tientu. 
Guantanamo has for many 


•ears been one of the wealthiest cities 
n the province, but as her wealth has 
jeen almost entirely derived from su- 
rar und as for three years past there 
las been practically no sugar grown 
here, there has practically been a ces- 
*ation of income. This has naturally 
made a great difference in the state of 
he oily and It Is more or less impov- 
erished, but there are many valuable 
states that could be made to pay large 
urns of money and employ numbers of 
aborers, but the planters have b>en «n_ 
a.ble to commence operations this fall, 
owing tn laclc of funds anfl It would 
irobably pay any well established bank 
0 open a branch in that city prepared 
•o advance money on mortgages which 
vould enable the planters to beKIn work 
gain. 
Any bank could profitably ad- 
bance from two to three million dol- 
ars in that district with the most per- 
'ect security possible and at good ralei 
of interest. 
To make the city of Guantanamo 


healthy it would probably take an ap- 
propriation of at least a quarter of a 
•uUlIon dollars and the temporary ser- 
vices 
of some sanitary wcpert like 


Barbour. who has had such signal 
success here. In three months he could 
organize a sanitary department there 
and have it got In good working order 
«K> that if it did not completely check 
yellow fever there next summer, it 
would at all events considerably cur- 
tail It. 
For generations there has been prac- 
tically no attempt at sanitation of any 
description and the city being on level 
ground, nature has been unable to as- 
siat in the respect as waa possible at 
Santiago; for here, when the 
heavy 


rains, come down tbe majority of the 
streets being on on incline, all leading 
down toward the bay. are washed by 
the force of the water and cleaned In a 
natural way, but in Ouantanamo the 
water merely sinks Into the ground, 
leaving the dirt where It was before, 
which, when It becomes dry, gradually 
noison's the atmosphere.

"We hear no complaint of the re- 


lations created by this government in 
Jhe islands of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
There are some, however, who regard 
the Philippines as in a different rela- 
tion, but 'there is universal agreement 
that the Philippines shall not be turned 
back to Rpain. 
It would have been 


a weak evasion of manly duty to re- 
quire Spain to transfer them to some 
ether power or powers and thus shirk 
our own responsibility. 


"Ard yet. had we refused to accept 


the cession of them, we should have 
had no power over them, even for their 
own good. 
There was but one alter- 


native, and that was either Spain or 
the United States in the Philip] 
The other suggestions were, first, that 
they should be tosed into the arena for 
<.he strife of nations; or second, be lost 
to the anarchy and chaos of no pro- 
tectorate at all, and these were too 
shameful to be considered. The treaty 
gave them to tne United States. Could 
we have required less and done our 
duty? 


"Our concern was not for territory 


or trade or empire, but for the people 
whose interests and destiny, without 
our willing It, had been put in our 
hands. 
Did we need their consent 


to perform a great act for humanity? 
Indeed, can any one tell me in what 
form It could he marshalled and .ascer- 
tained until peace and order, so neces- 
sary to a reign of reason shall he se- 
cured and established? A reign of ter- 
ror is not the kind of rule under which 
the right action nnd deliberate Judg- 
ment are possible. 
It is not a good 


time for the liberator to submit im- 
portant 
questions 
concerning lib- 


erty and government to the liberated 
while they are engaged 
In shooting 


down their rescuers. 


'We have now ended the war with 


Spain. 
It remains to ask what we 


shall do now. 
I do not intrude upon 


the duties of congress. I only ask that 
the treaty of peace, having been rati- 
fied, congress will have the power, and 
I am sure the purpose, to do what in 


mra!s is right and just and hu- 


mane for these peoples In distant seas. 


"The future of the Philippine islands 


is now In the hands of the American 
people. 
No one can tell today what is 


best for them or for us. 
I know no 


one at this hour who is wise enough 
or sufficiently informed to determine 
what form of jtovernment will best sub- 
serve their Interests and our interests, 
their and our well being. 


"Until congress shall direct other- 


wise. It will be the duty of the execu- 
tive to possess and hold the Philip- 
pines, giving the peoples thereof, peace 
and beneficent government, and mak- 
ing them feel and know we are their, 
friends, and not their enemies, 


"No imperial design lurks 
In 
the 


American mind. 
Our priceless prin- 


ciples undergo no change under a trop- 
ical sun, hut if>ce can benefit these re- 
mote peoples, who will object? 


'•J do not phophesy. 
The present is 


all absorbing to me, but I cannot bound 
my vision by the blood-stained trenches 
around Manila, where every red drop, 
whether from the veins of an American 
soldier or a misguided Filipino, is an- 
guish to my heart; but by the broad 
range of future years, when that group 
of Islands, under the impulse of the 
year just past, shall have become the 
gems and glories of those tropical seas, 
a land of plenty and of increasing pos- 
sibilities, a people redeemed from sav- 
nge indolence and habltx, devoted to 
the arts of peace. In touch with the 
commerce and trade of all nations, en-
